“This morning wo witnossed from the 
shore @ pretty artillery duel between the 
Spanish and American batterie.

jected by the insurgents. It scomed to us 
that the Utah’ artillery roplicd with spirit 
to tha shell fire of th» Spaniards, but wo 
have heon assired that not a shot was fred 
from the American earthworks, Ons sholl 
iropped in front of the pulvorin, throw up 
acloud of dirt, and eeemed to silence. ths 
battery, But, of course, we muy hove been 
mistaken. Thore was firing—a good deal 
of it, palpably ; but officially there should 
have been no reply from tho American 
battery, and, as the Lord High Executioner 
says in The Mikado, of course, thors could 
Hot have been any reply. 

The first individual ‘award for gallantry 
on the field has boon made by General 
Greene to Corporal Ernest Dozier, of tho 
U. 8. Signulliog Corps. During tho heavy 
artillery fire on the 6th inst., the field telo- 
graph line leading from the trenches ‘to 
General Graené’s hoadquartera was broken 
by e fragment of shell. - Under heavy fire, 
Dozier, with thegrgatast eangfroid proceeded 
to repair tho wire, thus enabling communi- 
cation to be maintained at a very critical 
moment. For this distinguished conduct, 
Dozier was promoted to ‘the rank uf Ser- 
geaut. Sergeant Dozicr’s case proves the 
old adage that opportunity-makes the man. 
When he offered himself for-service, he was 
at firat rejected on the grounds that he suf- 
ferad from defective eyesight, That he 
wes a good man was kriown to_the officers 
organising the corps, howover, and the fact 
that he spoke Spanish induced the,authori. 
tles to ailow hint to jota the expeditionary 
forces, aftor his cause had been urged at 
Washington.”

About: half-past eight «clock, Ciptain 
Douglis started off in a-steam launch for 
‘Lwatutia, aud only about half the distance 
had been traversed’ whoa it was found thoy 
could not gu any further on account uf the- 
shoals which had silted ap in the river 
The party decided, thersfore, to’ walk over- 
land, @ Gistanco of about four miles to 
Twatutia, Vhe surrounding country had 
beca under about ton feot of water, and 
the rdads wero in a deplurable state. In- 
some places there wasa beaten track, but the 
Party was occasionally up to the knees in 
mud, Twatatia was reached iu safety, aud 
here a seeno’ of utter dosclation met 
thoir eyes.
